As to that" part of the Reſolve whereby the Committee are to inform 
themſelves how far I do acquieſce inthe Government of this Common- 
Wealth, as 1tis declared by this Parliament; I cruſt my paſt Carriage 
hitherto hath manifeſted my acquieſcence in the Will and diſpoſition of 
God,and that | love and value £ Peace of this Common-Wealth much 
above my own concernments ; and [ deſire that by this a meaſure of m 
future deportment may be taken, which through the aſsiſtance of Ged ſhall 
be ſuch as ſhal bear the ſame witneſs, having 1 hope in ſome degree learned 
rather to reverence and ſubmit to the hand of God, than to be unquiet 
under it : And (as to the late Providences that have fallen out a- 
mong us) however 1n reſpect of the particular Engagements that lay _ 


me, could not be active in making a change in the Government of theſe 


Nations; yet through the goodneſs of God 1 can freely acquieſce init be- 
ing made, anddo hold my Fg obliged,as (with other men )l expect Pro- 
tettion from the preſent Government, ſo to demean my ſelf, with all peacea- 


bleneſs under it, and to procure tothe uttermoſt of my Power, thatallin 
wheml have any Intereſt do theſame.
